Contract Five sewer 
work begins Monday 


Construction of Contract Five 
of the Wilmington sewer is slated 
to begin March 23. There will be 
twostarting points, for the area of 
Faulkner Avenue and Cun- 
ningham Street. 

One crew is to start work at the 
corner of Glen Road. and 
Faulkner Avenue. Another crew 
is to start work at the corner of 
Cunningham Street and Sudbury 
Avenue.

Sewer construction will also 
start off Ballardvale Street, near 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, on 
Monday 

Asmall contract has been let, in 
order to have the sewer con- 
structed for the area between the 
railroad and Ballardvale Street 
before some other contractors 
start work in that area. ‘The idea 
is to avoid future difficulties. 

The main contract for that 
portion of the sewer, from Salem 
Street to Ballardvale Street will 
be let later, and is not currently 
being scheduled. 

The contractor for Contract No. 
5 is the Geneva Construction 
Company of 43 Rosecliff Street, 
Roslindale. 


Assistant DA cautions 
library trustees on 
open meeting law 


The chairman of the 
Wilmington Board of Library 
Trustees has received a letter 
from Assistant District Attorney 
Carol S. Ball cautioning him in 
oon to the state’s open meeting 
law. 

The letter to John S. Me- 
Naughton was prompted by 
complaints from three persons, 
including Mrs, Shirley Callan. 
The complaints alleged that the 
board of trustees violated the 
open meeting law in its censure of 
Mrs. Callan on February 18. 

The complaints to the district 
attorney alleged that the trustees 
had met prior to the February 18 
meeting to discuss the matter. 
Ball said in her letter that any 
such meetings were in violation of 
the law in that such meetings 
were not pursuant to a roll call 
vote at a properly convened open 
meeting and that Mrs. Callan, 
allegedly the subject of the 
executive session, was not 
notified, nor was she given op- 
portunity to appear, with counsel. 

Ball's letter said, ‘If the Board 
did in fact conduct discussions in 
the matter of Mrs. Callan outside 
of a properly convened open 


meeting or executive session, and 
if they did so without notifying 
Mrs. Callan then the law was 
violated on several counts." 

In its February 18 meeting, the 
trustees voted to censure Mrs. 
Callan and to recommend that the 
town manager remove her from 
office. Town Manager Sterling 
Morris has taken no action on the 
matter, either to remove her or to 
reappoint her, Her term expires 
on March 31

Morris submits resignation 


Wilmington Town Manager 
Sterling Morris has announced 
his resignation, effective on or 
about July 1, 1981, 

Morris has served as town 
manager for nearly 14 years, the 
longest tenure of any Wilmington 
manager. 

In announcing his resignation, 
Morris said he timed it so that his 
departure would not become an 
issue in Wilmington'’s town 
election. He made the an- 
nouncement 24 hours after the 
deadline for submitting 
nomination papers. 

Word of his resignation had 
been circulating in town for 
months, but Morris would not 
confirm his plans until Tuesday 
afternoon. The budget he sub- 
mitted to the Finance Committee 
on Friday, though, only ap- 
propriates $30,000 for the town 
manager. His present pay is in 
excess of $34,000. 

Speculation as to a replacement 


for Morris points to Assistant 
Town Manager Reginald “Buzz” 
Stapezynski. Some members of 
the Board of Selectmen have 
mentioned Stapczynski as a 
definite possibility. The budget 
eliminates the position of 
assistant town manager, giving 
further credence to the belief that 
Stapezynski will succeed Morris. 
Stapezynski has served as 
assistant town manager for two 
years. 

Morris will vacate his quarters 
at the Harnden Tavern. He said 
he plans to travel for several 
months on the east coast, before 
heading to Florida. Morris, who 
is 56 years old, said he will be in 
retirement, although he may 
decide to work at some future 
time. He said his plans are 
completely loose.

The Tewksbury Board of

The shortfall is caused by the 
loss of excise tax revenue forced 
by Proposition 2%. When the 
Proposition went into effect on 
December 4, 1980 it stated that the 
excise tax levy of $64 per 
thousand must be reduced to $25 
per thousand. According to Town 
Treasruer Lewis Tremblay the 
reduction in the excise tax is 
going to result in a $500,000 loss to 
the town during the first six 
months of 1981 

The money had been figured 
into estimated town receipts for 
the fiscal year when the budgets 
were approved last spring. Now 


This year subpoenas will be sold 
in surrounding towns.

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plan" for what they will be able to 
come up with 

An interesting twist was thrown 
into the picture when selectman 
Hallisey asked this question of 
Town Counsel Charles Zaroulis, 
“Does the board have the 
authority to just say we're going 
to lay off say ten people. Can we 
just we're going to take extra 
money (non-spent funds,ed.) out 
of the budgets.."’ Zaroulis 
responded, “No. They have 
jurisdiction over their ap- 
propriations,”" 

Zaroulis mentioned that a 
department would first have to 
consent to having money taken 
out of their appropriations. He 
then mentioned that a special 
town meeting might have to be 
called in order to transfer the 
funds out of the appropriations. 
As for lay offs, Zaroulis advised 
the board, ‘To ask each union and 
department to negotiate in order 
to give alternatives to them. I 
would not recommend a 
unilateral lay off without first 
discussing it with the unions and 
departments." 

Selectmen Hallisey asked 
Zaroulis if a special town meeting 
were needed to lay off police, fire, 
DPW, Assessors or any one from 
the selectmen's office. Zaroulis 
told him that in order to lay off 
fire personnel and the assessors a 
special town meeting may have to 
take place. As for the others 
Zaroulis said no special town 
meeting would be needed.

Congressman James M. 
Shannon has announced a new 
“Community Relations Outreach 
Program to bring the ac- 
cessibility of a District 
Congressional Office to each of 
the communities in the Fifth 
Congressional District." “I will 
be sending one of my 
Congressional Aides into each 


town that I represent in 
Congress; these office hours will 
occur on a regular basis, once 
each month, and at a central 
publit location,” Shannon ex- 
plained. 

The Fifth Congressional 
District extends as far west as 
Ashby and Townsend; to the east 
it extends into Methuen, taking in 


15% spending cut not enough 


Lewis Tremblay, treasurer of 
Tewksbury and the selectmen 
discussed finances last week, 
They agreed that the suggested 
fifteen percent cut in the town 
expenditures was probably going 
to be too low. Tremblay said so at 
the beginning of the conversation. 
Selectman Dick Trueba made the 
statement about an hour and a 
half later. 


Tremblay was present to 
discuss budget figures. Maturing 
debts and interest payments, he 
warned, cannot be cut. At the end 
of the present fiscal year (June 
30) Tremblay believes there will 
be a deficit of $90,000, in loan and 
interest payments. This he has 
not yet discussed with the finance 
committee, he said. 


A year ago it was $28,000. He 
expects it will be more next year. 
“‘Itis going to be hard," he said, 
because of the limits the state had 
set. Next year, he predicted, the 
town will be short, and probably 
“short quite a bit.” 


- The sudden loss of excise taxes 
was discussed at length. The big 
bulk of money from this is in the 
first half of the year (auto taxes, 
ect.) and that is why the loss of 
$500,000 “‘is hitting us in the face," 
Tremblay said, Asa round figure 
he believes the town will be short 
$700,000 in 1981, on the excise tax 
figure. 

The town, he said, will have to 
make up about $706,000 in new 
revenues, from water, depart- 


ment fees, etc. It is getting, he 
said, about $10,000 a month in 
fines from the district court. 

Free cash is money that is 
available to be appropriated in a 
town meeting. It was a term that 
was not understood by some of 
those taking part in the con- 
versation. 

Selectman Tom Budrewicz 
explained that money that hap- 
pens to be in accounts and is not 
transferred into the free cash 
columns before the Town Meeting 
cannot be used until it has a free 
cash designation. 

Budrewiez also explored the 
financial rating. 

Tewksbury, Tremblay said, has 
a financial rating of “A” from 
Moodies, a financial service. 
Andover, he said, has AA, and 
Wellesley has AAA. He believes 
the difference in costs, on loans, 
to be ‘about 50 points."’ (50 points 
is equal to one half percent, Ed.) 

Computer uses were also ex- 
plored, with Selectman Trueba 
asking the questions. Tremblay 
said he had hopes for computer 
use that were “bogged down” by 
the water bills. He hopes, though, 
he told Trueba to get into a better 
posture. 

It was not a case of buying a 
new computer, he said. It was a 
case of using better that which we 
have. He did not think it wise to 
spend lot of money, he thought it 
better to cut the costs of com- 
puterization. 

“That is the answer in the long 
run.”

Larz: 

I'd like to make some remarks 
concerning the recent conflict 
between the school committee 
and the board of selectmen over 
the budget cuts. 

Most people realize that while 
we are told each year that about 
two-thirds of our tax dollar goes 
to the schools, the actual school 
department budget is about one- 
half of the total town budget. The 
discrepency is described as 
“school related cost” and this 
traditionally included things like 
heat and maintenance of the 
schools. Recently, by an abuse of 
language, school related costs 
have also been included as part of 
the costs for other services (like 
maintenance of the public 
library). These services are 
actually paid for from the 
municipal budget. 

Now that the cuts must be 
made, the town manager and the 
board of selectmen seem to be 
asking the school department to 
cut from its budget not only the 
cost of some things which it had 
been previously paying for, but 
also part of the cost of some 
things which it had not previously 
been ying for (the school 
related costs). This seemed very 
strange to me, so I asked some 
people in town (including some 
selectmen) to explain the 
arguments behind such a course 
of action. 

One of the arguments goes like 
this: Most of the people who use 
the library, for example, are 
students (I'm not even sure if this 
is true, but suppose it is). 
Therefore, the school department 
should pay for some of the cust in 
library services. Using the same 
reasoning, we could also argue 
that the school department should 
pay for cuts at Silver Lake (most 
people who swim there are 
students); it should pay for some 
cuts in the highway department 
(if it snows on a school day, 
people use the plowed roads to get 
to school); it should pay for part 
of my electric bill (my daughter 
uses her bedroom light to do 
homework by), and so on. This 
argument suffers from, among 
other things, bad logic. 

The second argument for the 
Selectmen's position js.as follows: 
We can't make further cuts in the 
municipal budget kegausewsuch 
cuts would cause more layoffs of 
town workers (one selectmen 
accused me of wanting to fire a 
custodian in order to retain a 
teacher). While the first 
argument suffers from bad logic, 
this one suffers from no logic. Its 
motivations are purely political. 
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‘The simple fact is that most of the 
people who are paid from the 
municipal budget live in town, 
while most of the people who are 
paid from the school department 
budget do not. Politicians, after 
all, exist to be reelected, and 
someone living in Tewksbury 
cannot vote in Wilmington. 
Ideally, town officials are sup- 
posed to provide us with essential 
services. One of the most 
essential services is the education 
of our children, and this becomes 
no less essential if we hire people 
from out of town to help with the 
task. Not only do the motivations 
for this position rest on politics, 
they rest on bad politics (the 
same kind of nepotic, provincial, 
shortsighted politics that gave us 
Richard Nixon and Ed King) 
Neither bad logic nor bad 
politics will make the problem 
facing us easier to solve. There 
simply is not enough money to go 
around next year. Further 
reducing the school budget will 
not solve the problem, it will only 
pass the problem on to our 
children.

The Mass. Assoc. of School 
Committees recently advocated 
legislation to weaken and possibly 
even eliminate the state's seven 
year old Chapter 766 program. 
Other proposals call for the 
elimination of programs for 
Special Needs three and four year 
olds and those over 18. The Dept. 
of Education is looking into and 
considering major changes in the 
wording of Chapter 766. All of this 
would most likely result in the 
state relying on the less com- 
prehensive Federal law 

I would hope that all of us, in 
and out of government, would 
stop for a moment to think about 
this and other related proposals. 
Our country, and even more so, 
our state has long been com- 
mitted to helping those who, for 
no fault of their own, cannot help 
themselves. Has it not been in the 
nature of our people to seek 
solutions that are equitable, with 
no one group singled out to pay a 
high price? 

But, this is not the case. Too 
many’ children, in too many 
communities throughout the 
state, will be entering grade, 
middie, junior and senior high 
schools, having suffered .a loss 
that may never be regained. 

Chapter 766 was designed with 
the idea of bringing these children 
into the mainstream of public 
education. It is for this reason 
that state wide legislation was 
needed, if we were to be suc- 
cessful in moving this problem 
from the cloak room to the 
classroom. 

The real problem with Chapter 
766 is in the way it is funded, not 
why, For example: prior to its 
enactment many services that 
were not directly of an 
educational nature were funded 
by the appropriate state agencies 
~ Mental Health, Public Health, 
Youth Services and Public 
Welfare. 

Any legislative move to change 
the wording of Chapter 766 should 
include language that would 
transfer back to the state those 
responsibilities that are innately 
the state's. I cannot and will not 
stand idle as the head of 766 is cut

The towns of Wilmington and 
Tewksbury at this time are in the 
midst of budget preparations, for 
the 1981-82 fiscal year. The 
methods of the two towns, in this 
year of Prop 2%, differ widely, 
although both have the same 
problems. 

Wilmington has a Town 
Manager plan. The Town 
Manager, a full time employee of 
the town, has prepared a com- 
plete budget for the following 
year, with the exception of 
schools. All other departments 
are under his control, and he is, 
ex-officio, a member of all 
committees or boards controlling 
those departments. 

The Wilmington budget is a 
loose-leaf volume, 11 inches wide 
and nine inches high. Forty-nine 
pages are white, and have the 
proposed budget figures for all 
departments. About as many 
pages are on yellow or blue paper, 
and contain supporting 
statements for the proposed 
budgets. 

The budget histories go back 20 
years, in charts. In many in- 
stances, such a debt structure, 
they go forward for as many 
years. It is probably safe to say 
that for any question that may be 
asked one can find an answer in 
the budget for the town of 
Wilmington as prepared by its 
town manager, Sterling Morris. 

About two dozen copies of the 
budget were prepared by Morris. 
The printing is by Xerox. 

There is a copy for each 
selectman, and a copy for each 
member of the finance com- 
mittee. There is a copy on the 
town clerk's counter, for public 
inspection, and the town manager 
always files a copy in the public 
library, for public inspection. 

The only comment on this is 
that perhaps it is too bad that 
1,000 or more copies were not 
printed. It is, admittedly 
sometimes inconvenient for 
private individuals to go to the 
town hall, or to the library to 
inspect the proposed budget 

Tewksbury’s town budget 
(excluding schools) is in several 
different forms. The finance 
committee has a budget. The 
selectmen have a budget. One 
does not necessarily agree with 
the other.

A father and fan pays tribute 
Thanks Tewksbury, fora super season 


Sports Editor's note: It is rare 
when the Town Crier publishes 
anything that is written by an 
athlete's parent. In this case we 
make exception, allowing 
Mike Murphy, the father of 
Tewksbury’s All-Star guard Patty 
Murphy, to pay a final tribute to a 
team that qualified for the 
Eastern Massachusetts Tour- 
nament for the second con- 
secutive year and won the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
Championship with a 14-2 record.

The sound of basketballs 
bouncing off the hardwood floor of 
the Tewksbury Memorial High 
School gym signals the start of 
pre-game warmups. Under the 
basket at the home end of the 
court, members of the girls 
varsity team take practice shots 
preparing to run and gun another 
MVC opponent into submission. 

The girls appear confident and 
poised as they go through their 
warmups with a business-like 
attitude that reflects both 
discipline and pride. It is a subtle 
quality one can expect to find in 
teams that are well coached and 
motivated. The teams that have 
it win more games than they lose. 
This Tewksbury team had it this 
past season. 

A stranger __ watching 
Tewksbury for the first time is 
likely to form one quick im- 
pression. These are not tall girls, 
only a coupi of them having what 
could be described as real height. 
In the game of basketball, it is 
always somewhat of an ad- 
vantage to be tall. But the 
Tewksbury girls are not 
behemoths by any stretch of the 
imagination. How is it, then, one 
might ask, that this team was 
able to win the West Division of 
the Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference, a conference with a 
number of very fine teams? The 
answer is speed. This Tewksbury 
team used speed and quickness 
this season to compensate for its 
lack of height, and the formula is 
just as successful as Tewksbury's 
142 conference record would 
suggest. 

The Redmen can run all night, 
on defense and offense. In 
practice, coach Barry Sheehan 
stresses the importance of the 
running game. “Speed is one of

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Rocco DePasquale running

As a past Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, and a 
Wilmington businessman, Rocco 
has been active for many years in 
Wilmington service and com- 
munity organizations. 

“Proposition 24 has imposed 
unprecedented problems on the 
Board of Selectmen,” said Rocco.

Rocco recieived the first annual

unique Wilmington honor for 
service to the community. 

He is a member of the 
Wilmington Kinights of Colum- 
bus, and the Wilmington- 
Tewksbury Lodge of Elks, and 
was a founding member of the 
Wilmington Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. 

He is married to the former 
Rita Lydon and has five children 
including Mark and Rocco Jr. 
who are graduates of Wilmington 
High School, Matthew, who 
graduated from Austin 
Preparatory School and is at- 
tending Southwestern 
Massachusetts University; Mary- 
Joe a tenth garader at 
Wilmington High School and 
Regina, a seventh grader at the 
West Intermediate School. 

“Because of the limiatations 
imposed by Proposition 21%, the 
town must revise its priorities to 
insure the continuation of 
essential services for our 
residents,” according to Rocco. 
“Major reconstructing of town 
government is inevitalble, and 
the sooner we face the reality, the 
better Wilmington can respond to 
the challenge.” 

Rocco is proud of the im- 
provements accomplished in 


Wilmington during his first term 
of office. “We have committed 
aur resources to essential water 
treatment facilities. Silver Lake 
area residents are receiving 
needed rehabiliatation 
assistance. Public sewer mains 
are being extended to areas with 
excessively high water tables, 
and a system of monitoring and 
reporting dangerous chemical 
spills was implemented by the 
town.

Barbara Sullivan candidate for 


Barbara Sullivan of 27 Gun- 
derson Road, last week an- 
nounced her candidacy for the 
Board of Selectmen in 
Wilmington. 

Mrs. Sullivan has been active in 
various citic activities since 
moving to Wilmington with her 
family 25 years ago. In the mid 
1950's she was a charter member 
of the Wilmington Youth Canteen, 
a group of parents which 
organized to develop a youth 
center at the old North School. 
Since 1961 she has been an active 
member of the League of Women 
Voters of Wilmington, serving as 
its first president from 1961-63, 
and chairing various study 
committees such as planning and 
zoning, foreign policy and in- 
ternational relations. She served 
briefly as president of the 
organization in 1976-77. 

From 1970-74 Mrs. Sullivan was 
a member of the board of 
directors of the Wilmington 
Family Counseling and assisted 
the agency in securing town funds 
for its services. In 1975-76 she 
served on the Wilmington Local 
Growth Policy Committee, part of 
a statewide project which was 
initiated by former Governor 
Michael Dukakis to help towns 
determine their goals for future 


development. 
After becoming involved in 
community activities, Mrs. 


Sullivan decided to continue her

education. She attended Nor- 
theastern University part time 
and received a bachelor’s degree, 
she has been employed by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Health from 1971-73 at 
Solomon Mental Health Center in 
Lowell, and from 1973-80 as 
Region IV-A Coordinator of 
Children’s Services. The can- 
didate resumed her education last 
year and received a master's 
degree in Public Administration 
from the Kennedy School of 
Government at Harvard 
University in June 1980. 

In announcing her candidacy, 
Mrs. Sullivan said that she 
became a candidate because she 
believes that in democratic 
elections voters should have 
choices and because she is con- 
cerned about a number of issues 
in Wilmington related to the ef- 
fects of Proposition 2%, the en- 
vironment, housing and the ef- 
fects of inflation on low and 
middle income families. 

She states that ‘although the 
intent of the sponsors of 
Proposition 2% was to give a 
message to the legislature that 
taxes should be reduced to 
eliminate waste and inefficiency 
in government, instead of 
essential services for people are 
in danger of being cut and many 
dedicated, hard-working town 
employees are being given a 
message that they are ex- 
pendable."’ The candidate 
strongly believes that “because 
public policy questions are in- 
volved in budget ang. under 
Proposition 2%, the decision 
making process needs to be an

open process with input from 
those affected by the cuts.” 

Mrs, Sullivan's concern about 
environmental issues centers 
around the protection of the 
groundwater supplies in 
Wilmington. She believes that 
“before further extensive 
development takes place, there is 

eed, to locate underground 
abuterd and recharge areas to 
proteo# ‘.them from con- 
tamination. The town’s present 
zoning bylaw affords little 
protection from unwise 
development in areas that may be 
critical in terms of future water 
supply.’ She says that “many 
towns which already have con- 
taminated water supplies are now 
commissioning studies to locate 
additional water." She feels that 
“it is essential for Wilmington to 
undertake those studies before a 
crisis develops."’ 

Provision for low and moderate 
income housing is another public 
policy issue that Mrs, Sullivan 
believes needs full and open 
discussion with input from 
citizens before decisions are 
made which could have a strong 
impact on neighborhoods and the 
town in general, While many 
would agree with the need to 
provide additional housing for 
these groups, there is no con- 
sensus as to what is the best 
approach to providing such 
housing. 

‘The candidate believes ‘‘that all 
of the above issues are further 
complicated by the effects of 
inflation and diminishing 
resources."’ She feels that ‘there 
is a need to look for new ways to 
approach problems and to involve 
citizens in decisions which are 
going to deeply affect their lives 
in the future.” 

Mrs. Sullivan believes that 
because of her education, ex- 
perience and commitment she 
can make a contribution to the 
town by being elected to the 
Board of Selectmen. Over the 
next five weeks she would like to 
meet with as many people as 
possible to share her views on 
these and other issues. Anyone 
who is interested in arranging a 
coffee hour is urged to call her at 
658-4394.

Those = who live in 
Massachusetts and are over 65 
years of age are most likely 
covered by Medicare Insurance 
under Social Security. It has been 
discovered that many elderly do 
not carry supplement insurance 
to pay medical expenses not 
covered by Medicare. Those who 
do not carry supplement  in- 
surance should investigate Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield Medex 2, 3 or 
Low Option. Those under 65 are 
eligible to obtain this coverage if 
they are disabled by an illness 
other than chronic kidney 
disease.

Profile of Nick Pellegrino 


So you want to 
be an actor

So you want to be an actor. Well, for 
former Readingite Nick Pellegrino it has 
been 25 years of hard work before arriving 
at the level of an accomplished “character 
actor”. He has appeared in numerous 
movie and TV roles including Clint 
Eastwood's "The Enforcer’, Jack 
Lemmon's “China Syndrome” and a 
number of TV roles including “The 
Incredible Hulk", "Chips", "Kojak" 
“Adam 12" and Emergency’ 

‘The name Nick Pellegrino will become 
very familiar to TV soap opera fans in the 
coming weeks as he will be seen on “One 
Life to Live” starting next Monday por: 
traying “Dennis the Bartender” who 
works for Wanda Wolek at Tony's Place. 
Pellegrino explains that "You have to be 
specifle when you talk about 
soaps because people have every 
character down to the minutest detail.” 
The role of Dennis will be an on-again off: 
again part for Nick with regular per: 
formances scheduled during the next 
several weeks 

So how do you end up as a character 
actor of note, with an agent, an extensive 
line of credits and a future that looks 
promising? "I've been at it 25 years" Nick 
explains and I'm only 38 years of age. He 
started while a resident of Boston with the 
Boston Children’s Theatre, studied at 
Boston University, went on to an un 
dergraduate degree in Theatre Arts at the 
University of Illinois and a Masters in 
FilmTV Communications at the same 
school 

Along the way Nick played a whole load 
of parts in local theatre companies as well 
as such better known local theatres as the 
Loeb Theatre and the Charles Playhouse. 
While in college he performed in theatre 
companies 1n Illinois and after this started 
to make a name for himself in com- 
mercials for TV 


In 1972 Nick made the big decision to go 
to California, to Hollywood, to make an 
effort at getting parts in the movies. He 
has been there ever since and has had 
numerous credits since that time 

“There are so many good actors though, 
and so few good parts" Nick explains that 
any young performer had better get 
prepared before making the plunge to 
Hollywood. For this reason Nick has ad 
justed to the fact that he will probably 
never be the lead man like Redford or 
Newman. He has worked very hard at his 
trade, and still does, and enjoys doing it 
but realizes that even after 25 years it is a 
hard, difficult profession. 

Pellegrino is as at home in back of the 
camera as in front of it and is presently 
working as the assistant to the producer in 
a CBS TV pilot “We're Fighting Back 
about a young vigilante group in New York 
City that wants desperately o make the 
city safe again, 

When this is done and between his 
performances on “One Life to Live” Nick 
will head back out to California for a role 
in “Chips” as well as three roles in 
"Charlie's Angels” and another spot on the 
“Incredible Hulk’. Also due to be released 
in @ made-for-TV movie “Gentleman 
Bandit” starring Ralph Waite of the 
Waltons, a story about Father Pagano a 
priest who has been wrongly charged with 
& number of thefts in the Delaware 
Maryland area, Nick plays a nasty state 
trooper who has the assignment of frisking 
Father Pagano in a fashion that is 
reserved for the hardest of criminals. 
“Ralph Waite does a tremendous job in the 
role,” says Nick, The release date is 
sometime in May or June. 

Nick's mother, Mary Pellegrino, still 
resides at 100 Van Norden Road with her 
daughter Joanne Eramo and her family 
Other members of the Pellegrino clan are 
Nick's sister Marie Richardson in 
Atkinson, N.H. and a sister Elaine Cizek. a 


beauty stylist who also works on movie 
and TV personalities in Hollywood. Nick 
graduated from Reading High School in 
1959 and still calls “Greater Boston" his 
home. “I really love it here.” he says 

Although Nick went to Hollywood in 1972. 
his first “break” came in 1974 when he 
appeared in an episode of “Adam 12 
starring Martin Milner. Amongst his 
memorable roles was the Mayor's 
Assistant in the “Enforcer” a thriller with 
Clint Eastwood that involved the rescue of 
the kidnapped mayor of San Francisco 
from the vacated prison at Alcatraz. “I'm 
the one who got it between the eyes,”* says 
Nick. Such is the life of an aspiring 
character actor. 

In “China Syndrome” Nick played the 
role of an engineer, Larry Borden, who 
along with Jack Lemmon and three other 
nuclear engineers was attempting to 
prevent a nuclear explosion caused by the 
failure of one of the reactors’ cooling 
systems 

But not all the parts are opposite Jack 
Lemmon or Clint Eastwood.

Many a workday is spent 
shooting commercials such as Ragu 
Spaghetti, Viceroy cigarettes, Skol Beer.

And for Nick the 
struggle still continues. He is obviously 
very pleased with what he has done but 
realizes that there is a great deal more to 
accomplish. At 38 he is still a young per 
former. To do this he knows he will con. 
stantly be making the trip from New York 
to Hollywood and back again as the roles 
avail themselves. But someday, just 
maybe he will become as well known as a 
Walter Brennan or an Ernest Borgnine, or 
maybe as Chill Wills or Karl Malden. He 
has paid his dues and continues to pay 
them with hard work every time he steps 
ona set 


Welcome to the USSR 


EDITOR'S NOTE » Middlesex East 
correspondent Rick Pearl begins the 
first in a series on his travels in the 
Soviet Union this week Pearl was in 
Russia for two weeks this past January, 
and in that time saw four of the country’s 
major cities, Moscow, Kiev, Tbilisi, and 
Leningrad. 

Pearl was a member of the Visual Arts 
International group which went on a 
Journalism and the Arts professional 
tour-study, During the course of his two 
weeks there, he and the other six jour: 
nalists on the trip met with their Soviet 
counterparts, as well as high-ranking 
lawyers, professors, and artists. 

In addition to these meetings, Pearl 
absorbed some of the Russian culture 
during his stay, and reports on the 
various aspects of Soviet life

What was Russia like” 1'll try to an 
swer that question, to the best of my 
ability, and as far as my sketchy notes 
take me, in this series 

Why would you ever want to go to 


Russia? This was the question that 
bothered me. 
Russia is the United States of 


America’s extreme opposite. It is the 
bastion of the communist world, As such, 
its peoples, its customs, its way of life, is 
somewhat of a mystery to us all 

Through literature, pictures in 
magazines, movies, and actual visits, 
any number of people in this country are 
quite familiar with many of our foreign 
allies, such as Great Britain, France, 
and Japan. We aren't afforded quite that 
much exposure to the goings-on in 
Russia 

What little information we do receive, 
what few pictures we do see, and what 
little newsfilm we watch, ts all processed 
through the Soviet government's chief 
news agency, Tass. Very rarely does the 
average American citizen have the 
opportunity to view, first-hand, life in the 
Soviet Union. 

To better understand this powerful 
nation, to use my own powers of ob 
servation in regarding the country (not a 


government public relation firm's), and 
to see “what Russia was really like 
were amOng my reasons for going 

Some have said | was less than sane, 
going as I did during the very beginnings 
of the Poland labor unrest, but as a 
journalist it was no risk at all 

Our group was comprised of seven 
journalists, a publisher, several social 
workers, and other interested 
Americans and Canadians. There were 
27 of us, including the tour leaders, Alex 
Hunenko of Visual Arts International 
(the tour sponsor) and David Buixys uf 
the New Haven Register 

‘The trip was a professional tour study 
and its itinerary was exhaustive 
“Journalism and the Arts - USA-USSR 
was nothing if not complete. In addition 
to touring four major Soviet cities, 
Moscow, Kiev, Tbilisi, and Leningrad. 
our group was slated for four 
professional meetings with our Soviet 
counterparts. Although only two of those 
four meetings materialized, the ex 
change of ideas, opinions, and good will 
made the whole trip worthwhile 

‘The trip lasted for two weeks, from 
Dec. 28, when we would leave 
Washington D.C. for Moscow via 
Newfoundland), to Jan. 11, when we 
returned to the states 

During those two weeks we packed two 
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month's worth of travelling in. There 
was very little free time, and we saw the 
highlights of each city visited. In fact 
time spent in the Soviet airports had to 
make up a good two to three days. But it 


was fascinating experience just the 
same 
In fact, our welcome to the Soviet 


Union was nothing if not unique After an 
eleven and a half hour trip ;ten and a 
half of that in the air, with a one hour 
stop in Gander, Newfoundland), our 
weary crew deplaned at Moscow In 
ternational Airport. The facility, we 
learned later, was brand new, having 
been put up to handle the large amount of 
air traffic expected for last summer's 
Olympic games. It was never quite put to 
the test they anticipated, but even so, the 
edifice was quite impressive 

We had been warned prior to depar. 
ture that certain materials would be 
confiscated upon our entering the 
country, such as Time or Newsweek 
magazine, or certain novels However. 
we were assured, going in was far easier 
than getting out of the country. Ap- 
parently the Russians had changed their 


procedures 
With the whole group dragging from 
lack of sleep, we went through three lines 


for visa and passport checks, At the head 
of each line was a small kiosk with a Red 
Army guard in it, sitting behind a plexi 
glass window. Each encounter seemed to 
be a psyche job between the guard and 
the passenger

For a group of people whos pre 
conceived notion of Soviet officials was 
already a hostile one, this early-morning 
confrontation didn't help to bolster their 
confidence.

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est—— Is getting ‘it’ what it's cracked up to be? 


SPRINGTIME & 


It seems nearly everybody you talk to these days is trying to “find himself," as it were, or “get in 
touch with himself,” or something along those lines. Whenever there's a demand for something, 
there's usually somebody around who'll supply that something, and in the case of fulfilling the “me” 
Seneration the law of supply and demand applies as well. We've all heard of Silva Mind Control, est, 
and self-hypnosis. These are just a few of the so-called answer-providers for those who are 
desperately seeking a solution to why the world keeps going around in one direction while they go in 
another. 

The young woman whom I shall call Carol and whom I encountered recently is one of those whose 
life seemed to be in a constant turmoil; she couldn't find the right groove in this long-playing version 
of “It's Every Person For Himself or Herself."" That was until she ‘got it” a few weekends ago at a 
rented hotel ballroom in Boston. “Getting it” isn't a euphemism for a sexual encounter in this case, 
chums. In this case, it applies to “transforming your ability to experience living, to experience the 
ability to live your life fully.” Hopefully, that statement will take on fuller meaning later in this 
column 

‘Getting it” is the term used by those who take est training. Est is the brainchild of John Paul 
Rosenberg, a former used car salesman from Philadelphia who “got it” himself in 1963 while driving 
down a freeway in California. It marked a new beginning for Rosenberg, who dumped his wife and 
four kids, changed his name to Werner Erhard, and moved to California for good to start an 
educational institute tospread (fe feeling of "getting it.”” 

But first Erhard had to amass some experience himself, so he went to work with Parent's 
Magazine's Cultural Institute, training door-to-door encyclopedia sales people. He then went towork 
for Grolier Society, which is an educational corporation, and when Grolier was charged with 
fraudulent sales practices, Erhard moved on the Mind Dynamics, a self-help organization 
specializing in Oriental teachings and primal scream therapy. It was while working for Mind 
Dynamics that Erhard cultivated his interests in psychology and philosophy 

By the time the state of California indicted Mind Dynamics for practicing medicine without a 
license, among other things, ten years ago, Erhard was already hard at work selling his own ex- 
periences to thousands of people in training sessions he labelled est. Today, for $350, you can join 
people like Carol and several hundred others in a rented hotel ballroom for two consecutive weekends 
of what was described in the October, 1978 issue of Nightfall Magazine as ‘insults, pain, self-criticism 
and, reportedly, emotional reglueing.” The Nightfall article went on to say, "The end result, say the 


program's defenders, is a heightened form of self-awareness. Est’s devotees claim that once you 
have "got it” you are able to accept that you alone make your own prison and, by corollary, your own 
parole.” 

"So Erhard’s life matters,” said Nightfall. “If to no one else, it matters to all those who spend the 
money and suffer the rigors of the training sessions.” Like Carol, who says that “getting it" was the 
closest she's ever come to experiencing what Erhard describes as “insight into Self —my Self, your 
Self THE Self." 

It’s just the most wonderful thing that's ever happened to me,” she told me, in a glowing manner 
“I realize now that I've been going through my whole life without ever taking the time to really look 
at myself and at what's going on around me. Youknow, so many people spend all their time thinking 
about where they are going, rather than about where they are. That's sad. EST has made me stopand 
look at now, where I am at this very instant. And it’s marvelous!" 

As she described the details of what had taken place during that “marvelous” transformation, 1 
couldn't help getting the sense that she was echoing a recording. At times she appeared entranced — 
perhaps by me, perhaps by the sound of her own voice and her words, perhaps by what was going on 
between the two of us, perhaps by a combination of all three, But whatever it was, she had the un- 
mistakable look of somebody who'd just come out of a brainwashing. I told her what I thought, and 
she became irate. 


She said, “You've got est all wrong. They don’t brainwash you. That's how some people think of it 
but until they ‘get it’ there’s no way of really knowing what I'm talking about 

I told her that I've always been skeptical of these self-improvement courses, because if you can't 
find the answers from within on your own, there's no way you're going to find them from without, 
even with the help of people at organizations like est 

‘Then she said, “But you're wrong, because if you can’t find the answers on your own, perhaps there 
are people who can help you find them. And that's what est is all about 

My skepticism prompted me to call the est "educational corporation” on Commonwealth Avenue, 
in Boston. I asked them what they could tell me that woula hook me on est. 

“The basics of the training are: it takes place on two weekends," I was told by a young man with a 
resonant, slightly accented voice. “It’s the full weekend, It usually starts early in the morning and 
runs till midnight or later and takes a total of about sixty hours over the four days. There are three 
evening seminars included. There's one before the first weekend, one between the two weekends, and 
one after the second weekend. The purpose of est training is to transform your ability to experience 
living, to experience the ability to live your life fully, so that the stuff you've been trying to change, or 
fix up, or put up with you start clearing up naturally in the process of living your life. That's what 
happens. That's the result of your experience.” 

then asked him what actually takes place during those seminars and training sessions. He said, 
“You're in a group of about two hundred and fifty or three hundred people. The training here in 
Boston is done at the Bradford Hotel. It's all sitting in chairs. Most of the training. Part of it is 


standing and moving around the room. Most of it is done theatre-style, with a platform in front of the 
trainer, and a couple of blackboards. There's basically three things that go on. The trainer talks and 
delivers data about a wide variety of subjects. Things like relationships, reality — an examination of 
what reality is all about, what's real, what's not. There's a whole section called the anatomy of the 
mind, where you really look at what the function of the mind is. It's not information like here's stuff 
you should know, or delivered in a way that allows you to look at what you already know and examine 
very deeply your own experience of yourself. There's another part called processes that is done 
almost entirely with your eyes closed. Some are done with your eyes opened. They are done as a 
series of statements that the trainer makes, like ‘recall a time when you were happy,’ and have to do 
with getting you back in touch with your body. Some have to do with getting you back in touch with 
your ability to create, be creative. The third part is more interaction. It's called sharing. It's the part 
where you interact with the trainer. There's a lot of interaction that goes on during the data part 
also.” 

Carol explained to me that there was. series of these three activities each day, but only the trainer 
knew what they were going to be. They were not announced to the group. Behind all this there is 
supposedly a purpose, which the est spokesman described, “They lead to an experience on the fourth 
day that literally transforms your ability to experience who you are and your ability to experience 
living.” = 

During that fourth day “experience,” said Carol, is when you are barraged with the insults, pain, 
anf self-criticism. Presumably, you emerge emotionally re-glued. But after listening to Carol, 1 
wondered if that was always the case, particularly if you tend to possess a fragile character that 
might be permanently damaged by that kind of emotional attack. The est spokesman defended the 
experience this way: That's not what that's about. I don't know what you've heard about insults. I'm 
not a trainer, but I supervise training. I'm in the room a lot, and I'll tell you I've never experienced 
anybody being personally insulted in training, What the trainer does is confront very directly 
people's positions with things, but never the person himself. Like the trainer uses the term ~ "‘ex- 
pletive deleted”, and stuff like that. That goes on in there, but it's all very purposeful. It's not 
designed to insult people. It’s really designed for people to look at what it is that runs them. Some 
people are run by words. It's actually done in very compassionate way that may not look that way 
at first but being in the training room you geta real clear experience of the trainer's compassion and 
willingness to work very directly with you, you moving through whatever you've got between you and 
your experiences and your ability to live fully. It really is the most incredible thing I've ever done in 
my life. It’s an amazing process. 

Frankly, | find it hard to imagine being called the term quoted above as a compassionate criticism 
directed at my position rather than my character. But maybe I'm one of those individuals who's got a 
fragile personality and can’t take that kind of bunkum (especially when I have to pay for it taboot! | 
‘Then again, maybe I'm unfairly criticizing the training. After all, I haven't even “got it” yet. 

Carol also defends what the est spokesman said. “By the time they put you through that final ex. 
perience, you've already been conditioned and made aware that it's for your own good,” she pointed 
out. “They don't just start criticizing you without letting you know that it’s going to be beneficial for 
you in the end. 

Call it what you want; I see this as a way for somebody to remove a blanket of guilt that might be 
holding him back from expressing what he perceives as a normal sexual experience. I'm not alone in 
that opinion. A local psychologist whom I've called on in the past to comment on similar topics said 
that that sort of breakdown of barriers can be 0.K. sometimes, but there may be hidden dangers. 

‘Too often, people with serious sexual problems will seek this kind of approval of their activities, 
when actually they should be seeking professional help,” he aid. “It’s putting a seal of approval over 
something that you might not be too sure about, and getting comfort and acceptance from people 
whom you've paid money to, just so that you'll hear what you want to hear. But in the long run, that 
could do you more harm, if you're the kind of individual who is susceptible to an easy emotional 
breakdown, as you say 

For the record, I should mention that there are other graduate courses offered by est, all of which 
are geared to Werner Erhard's philosophy of "THE Self.” 

“There's a whole series of graduate seminars available after you've done the standard training,” 
the est spokesman said. ““There’s a series on relationships, a series on money. There's a series on 
handling your upsets — what upsets are about, how (o clear them up in your life. Making your in 
tentions real in your life. There's one on integrity, one on self expression. All of them deal with a 
specific aspect of living. What they are, they're set up to accelerate movement in your life.” 

Also for the record, tf you're interested in taking the basic est training, the next experience begins 
on Saturday, April 4. This column is probably the only place you'll see that in print, because ac: 
cording to the est spokesman, est doesn't advertise 

He said, “People hear about the training from other people who have done the training. It’s not 
advertised. There's not information about it available in writing, It’s all done through people who 
bave done the training 

As far as est is concerned, they're probably going to be disappointed with this: judging by what 
Carol has said about the est experience, I'm not sold. My final point, Werner Erhard, is best summed 
up by my psychologist-friend: “I'm not about to pay somebody three hundred and fifty dollars so that 
I can be told that I can't go to the bathroom when I have to go to the bathroom. I'm not a dog being 
taught Pavlov’s theory. The only guy whose well-being is being secured in that case is the guy who's 
conducting the seminar, Werner Erhard. His financial well-being, I might add.” 

I'll just keep my money, thank you, and let the world go around in any direction it wants

I was asked my name, after three 
stare-downs, and then my guard 


laughed, pointing at the visa picture of 
me without a beard. Apparently, he liked 
me better clean-shaven then hirsute,

Next came baggage pickup time, and 
while the Soviet citizens who had 
deplaned with us whisked their luggage 
of the revolving belts, and headed for 
customs, the Visual Arts International 
group waited, somewhat unpatiently, for 
an hour and a half 

Only after a 45-minute shutdown of the 
conveyor did our bags finally appear We 
had already missed the first part of our 
scheduled agenda 

‘The bags, and the group, went through 
a highly delicate X-Ray machine, and 
only then did we get to customs. But 
customs proved to be the clincher in a 
long afternoon 

By the time the last of our group had 
finally wielded his way through the glass 
doors two hours had gone by! 


What made our clearing such a long 
and frustrating task was that some of the 
first people through the line had, indeed. 
brought Time magazines, or oranges 
\fruits and vegetables are forbidden)

Hunenko, who has brought similar 
groups to the Soviet Union on several 
‘occasions, got into a heated argument 
with several airport officials over our 
delay. But that only made matters 
worse. In a paranoic society where no 
one wants to except full responsibility 
officials are constantly calling their 
superiors for clearance 
In the International Airport, there is a 
series of lights atop a pole. The first color 
signifies the lowest official. There are 
three lights. Hunenko hit all three before 
he was done 

As it turned out, however, Hunenko's 
arguing was the least of our problems 
One of our members, Bernie Rosenfeld. 
an executive with BF. Goodrich, had on 
his person several letters addressed to a 
Soviet citizen 

‘They were, he reported later, Bar 
Mitzvah greetings from an American 
girl and her friends to their Soviet pen 
pal. Rosenfeld had deliberated on 
whether or not to take the letters, and 
then to mail them once in the country 
but finally agreed when the 
Americans said that there was a great 
chance that the letters would never get 
through if they mailed them from the 
states. 

You are required to claim anything on 
your person that is the property of a 
Soviet citizen, When the airport officials 
discovered Rosenfeld’s batch of letters, 
they said that he had failed to report 
them, and thus was breaking their law 

He was taken to an interrogation room

that the letters were ‘his property” until 


he mailed, them, which finally quieted 
them down

‘The next day, in Kiev, was New Year's 
Eve. Borenstein was met at the Dnieper 
Hotel by her “connection.” That night 
after dinner, she was to be met a block 
away from the hotel by two friends of the 
family, who would take her to them. 

She left at 6 pm, along with two of her 
older social worker friends, for the 
meeting. Once they had found their 
contacts, they were ushered through 
back streets and alleys, in typical 
“James Bond” fashion, to the family’s 
home. 

It was a small, reserved apartment, in 
a crowded section of town away from the 
hustle and bustle of the main streets 
‘There was an obvious feeling of tension 
in the air as Borenstein and her two 
friends entered the apartment. The 
mother was visibly upset that the two 
friends had come along. Meeting 
foreigners in your own home is 
dangerous, and the more there are, the 
greater the chance of being discovered 
by nosy neighbors. 

But, it was due, in part, to the 
knowledge and experience of working 
with people such as this family, that 
these two friends, Leah and Hildy, came 
to make everyone feel a bit more 
relaxed. Borenstein confessed to being in 
a state of fear al the whole proceeding 

Eventually the family warmed to their 
visitors, and, when Leah and Hildy left 
things were going quite smoothly. But 
there were stories to be told about what 
had happened in the interim of their son 
Jeaving home and the present, and those 
stories cast somewhat of a pall on the 
session 

The letters that Yuri had written 

home, requesting permission to marry 
and algo for his family to join him in 
America), were apparently intercepted 
by the Soviet authorities. When the 
family finally recieved the letters and 
began filing for immigration, odd things 
began happening 

‘The father lost his job. One of the sons 
was set up in a subway accident to make 
it look as though he had pushed an 
elderly woman. Six policeman “hap: 
pened” to be standing nearby. He was 
put in jail for his part in the frameup, 
‘The parents’ request for immigration 
was denied 

‘The family was being squeezed out of 
existence. They were able to sustain 
themselves only because the father and 


mother were able to get odd-jobs 
Nothing lasted very long, however 
Despite all their problems, the 


Russians opened their hearts and homes 
to Borenstein, She was treated to a 
Ukrainian feast on the occasion of the 
New Year, and she marvelled at how 
much it must have cost them to put on 
such a lavish table There was dancing, 
music, and all-around goodwill. For 
music they dug up some popular 
American records which sell at exor: 
bitant prices and go like hot-cakes in the 
Soviet Union 

She stayed overnight, watching Soviet 
President Leonid Breshnev's state of the 
union speech on television, and noting 
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the sneers and catcalls that greeted most 
of what he was saying. Her New Year's 
party was marvelous, and it would have 
been so even if there were no feast or 
festivity - she had the family’s blessing 
to marry Yuri. 

The mother and brother met up with 
Borenstein later in the trip when she 
returned to Moscow. But their visit was 
cut short because of an obvious “trail” 
who was following their every move. 

‘They managed to lose him in a 
crowded restaurant, but there was really 
no place they could stay and talk. So the 
visit was cut short 

The story has

Brooklyn, she found yuri quite loving 
and affectionate. It was apparent that 
they were ready to make another go of it, 
especially since Yuri now knew his 
parents approved of his bride-to-be. 

‘Things were made even better when 
the couple found out that Yuri’s parents 
had finally managed to be accepted for 
immigration. The family would be united 
once again, after all.

Hey, monsieur, watch your sneakers 
here. There's too many nails....Once in a 
life chance to come out on a building like 
this, no? After this scaffolding comes 
down, you can forget about it 

Looking 61 plummeting stories down to 
the city streets, one could easily be per: 
suaded to forget about the “once in a life 
chance” to clamber around outside the 
upper tower of the Chrysler Building in 
midtown Manhattan while a $30.9 million 
cleanup is under way. But Louis Molina 
an overall-clad supervisor for the Brisk 
Waterproofing Company Inc., is leading 
the way: and there is no turning back, 
now 

Cold wind whips around his legs and 
shoulders as he climbs the narrow scaffold 
stairs from the 6lst to the 68th floor on the 
building's south face, where Brisk has had

WHO SAYS A DOG'S BARK 
IS WORSE THAN IT’S BITE? 


Too many of man’s best friends are biting the hands 
that feed them — sometimes with disastrous results 

Safety and health researchers at Combined 
Insurance Company of America report that contrary to 
the old saying, a dog's bite can be a lot worse than its 
bark. As evidence they note that increasing numbers of 
dog-bite victims are turning up in doctors’ offices and 
hospital emergency rooms. Nobody knows how many 
more people are treating Fido’s nicks at home 

A recent issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association reports that dog bite is an ex 


tremely common problem in this country, with the 
annual incidence apparently rising. At least a million 
people per year are bitten by dogs, which account for 
Lup to 99 percent of animal bites requiring medical care. 
It is estimated that one percent of emergency 
department visits are made by victims of dog bites 
not all of them mail carriers, contrary to popular 
belief 

Despite what many think, a dog's mouth harbors at 
least 64 species of bacteria, including some that cause 
local infections and others that can produce 
meningitis, brain absess and other potentially fatal 
disease in humans. The older the victim, the more 
important early treatment becomes. 

Among the other risks incurred in bites are the 
degree of pressure exerted by a dog’s jaws. While 
canine teeth may not be very sharp, they can exert 
enough pressure to perforate sheet metal, That means 
a victim can suffer a crushing injury as well as a 
puncture wound, both of which are particularly dif 
ficult to treat when inflicted on the hand — the site of 
most dog bites. 

Rabies is of course a matter of concern and anyone 
who is bitten should try to isolate the animal and im. 
mediately consult a physician 

Whether rabies is a factor or not, prompt attention 
should be given to any dog bite. That is the unartimous 
recommendation of first aid manuals published by the 
American Red Cross, tne Boy Scouts of America, the

American Medical Association, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and the National Safety Council 

Wash the wound with soap and water as soon as 
possible and keep it under a running faucet for at least 
five minutes to wash out the animal's saliva. Then 
apply a sterile gauze compress and go at once to a 
hospital emergency room or your doctor's office. ICis 
particularly important to seek early treatment of bites 
on the face or neck 

After confining the dog, notify the police and local 
health department of the incident. The animal should 
be captured alive if possible. Should killing it becorpe 
necessary, an effort should be made not to damage thie 
brain, which is required for rabies analysis. 

Fortunately, rabies is not involved in most dog bites 
and, in any case, there is a new rabies vaccine that is 
much easier and less painful to administer than the 
long-used abdominal injections. 

As a means of preventing dog bite, keep on the alert 
for animals that act strangely; rabies can cause 
personality changes in even the most docile dogs 
Report all strays to the local authorities, Teach 
children to avoid strange dogs. Report all strays to the 
local authorities.

Fuel use, travel drops 


Washington, D.C. - U.S. motor fuel consumption and 
road travel have decreased for the second consecutive 
year, according to the Highway Users Federation. 

In 1980, highway fuel use dropped about six percent 
below 1979 levels. According to preliminary statistics, 
American drivers used an average 6.9 million barrels 
of motor fuel a day, compared to 1929's daily 7.4 million 
barrels 

At the same time, the Federal Highway 
Administration (FHWA) estimates that a total of 1,515 
billion miles were logged by the nation’s 159 million 
cars, trucks and buses - 14 billion miles (about one 
percent) less than in 1979. 

The Federation's analysis is based on monthly 
traffic volume and gasoline consumption reports 
issued by the Federal Highway Administration and 
fuel delivery data compiled by the American 
Petroleum Institute. Final figures on gasoline con- 
sumption and highway travel will not be available for 
several months.

Prices are higher since the Florida freeze but 
oranges will never again be as dear as when they were 
the gifts of kings and ancient gods 

The orange is now thoroughly democratic, with a 
history that closely parallels the flow of civilization 
rly legends and lore have given it symbolic qualities 

that persist to this day 

The world's leading fruit crop, oranges circle the 

globe following a broad band of warm climates that 
spreads outward from the equator roughly 35 degrees 
north and south latitude 

Fruit of Kings 

Despite crop‘diminishing freezes, more than enough 
are produced each year to meet demand. But it was not 
until the 19th century that oranges came within reach 
of the middle classes. Earlier they were the fruit of 
kings and aristocrats, prized as delicacies and ex 
changed as gifts 

Originating in China or the Malay Archipelago, 
oranges have been around for more than 20 million 
years, paleobotanists say. The first recorded reference 
to oranges was by the Chinese emperor Ta Yu in 2200 
B.C., according to the definitive history, “The Citrus 
Industry," published by the University of California 

Oranges began their travels around the world with 
early Asian seamen. Later, Alexander the Great in 
troduced oranges to the regions he conquered in the 4th 
century B.C 

Islamic armies left a trail of orange trees with the 
expansion of the Arab Empire (A.D. 570-900), and the 
crusaders took sour oranges back to Northern Europe 
during the Middle Ages 

Columbus planted the New World's first orange trees 
in Haiti on his second voyage in 1493, and Pizarro gave 
the orange to Peru in the 1500s. 

Oranges came to Florida, where they flourish, with 
the early Spanish explorers — sometime between 1513 
when Ponce de Leon arrived and 1565 when St 
Augustine was founded. 

36 Billion Oranges 

After Florida became a U.S. possession in 1821, the 
orange boom was on. There now are 840,000 acres of 
orange groves in Florida, providing 20 percent of the 
world’s supply, or roughly 36 billion oranges per year 
the Florida Department of Citrus reports.

on the nation’s highways, the Federation said, citing an 
estimated 3.5 percent improvement in miles per gallon 
for all motor vehicles since 1979. 

‘The states showing the greatest decline in motor fuel 
use were Arkansas, Michigan, Minnesota ’and North 
Dakota. Only Hawaii reported an increase in fuel 
usage 

Road travel was down each month in 1980 except for 
January, June, and July, Travel during August, 
traditionally regarded as having the year's peak 
traffic volumes, totaled a little over 143 billion miles 
down slightly from 1979's 144 billion miles. 

Said Woodrow W. Rankin, director of the 
Federation's transportation and safety division, 

‘There's no question that drivers are saving motor 
fuel, continuing a trend that has been going on for a 
couple of years - more efficient fuel use in the vehicle 
while traveling. Continued respect for the 55 mph 
speed limit is also paying off."

The Franciscan fathers brought the orange to 
Arizona early in the 18th century, and to California 
where they planted groves at the 21 missions they 
founded along the coast from San Diego to San Rafael 
in the last half of the 18th century. With the gold rush of 
1849, California's commercial citrus industry began 
and now provides percent of the world’s supply 

Wherever oranges spread, legends and superstitions 
grew up around them, and they took on symbolic 
qualities 

In Greek and Roman mythology, they were the 
golden apples symbolizing purity and eternal love and 
presented as wedding gifts by Paris to Aphrodite and 
Jupiter to Juno. 

Orange blossoms also came to symbolize fruitfulness 
and the tradition of the bride tossing the wedding 
bouquet grew out of the belief that withered orange 
blossoms would bring her barrenness 

Oranges and their blossoms and branches were 
important symbols in wall paintings and mosaics of 
Pompeii and in paintings of the Middle Ages and 
Renaissance portraying the Madonna and Child and 
the Holy Land 

In what is now Poland, 13th-century marksmen 
gathered for an annual orange shoot in which they 
proved their skill, or lack thereof, by shooting oranges 
off each other's heads 

Bad Lack, Good Luck 
were ascribed to the orange in 
Renaissance England, Italy, and Sicily, when it was 
believed that witches could bring certain death to an 
enemy by pinning the victim’s name to an orange and 
leaving the orange ina chimney 

The Chinese and Japanese, however. believe oranges 
bring good fortune. In Kamakura, the Japanese still 
offer fresh oranges and chrysanthemums each day to 
their great bronze Buddha 

After sweet oranges arrived in the colder parts of 
Europe in te 15th century, kings erected special 
structures to protect them. Louis XIV, the Sun King, 
loved the scent of orange trees and had them in each of 
his apartments in Versailles. His orangerie — an 
elaborate heated room designed specifically for 
cultivating oranges — was widely copied by other 
European royalty and aristocrats and became the 
ancestor of today’s greenhouses 

One of Louis XIV's prized trees is said to have been 
planted from seed by the Queen of Navarre in 1421. It 
survived several transplants before arriving at its final 
home in Versailles, where it lived to the age of 473

Springsteen shines, Young idles, Costello dips

The continued dominance of one of the 
great performers of our time, a lull in the 
career of a master and the disappointing 
plunge of a promising newcomer are 
revealed in three recently released 
records by musicians known for their 
songwriting ability as much as for their 
on-stage personalities. 


Bruce Springsteen: “The River’ 


Eight years have passed since he 
released his first album, and it has been 
six years since he was proclaimed “‘the 
future of rock and roll.”” 

Today, even though he still lacks the 
huge commercial following one normaly 
associates with a “superstar,” Bruce 
Springsteen can be said to have largely 
fulfilled the enormous potential he 
showed on his first two albums, 


Greetings from Asbury Park, N.J. (1973) 
and The Wild, the Innocent and the E 
Street Shuffle (late 1973) 

‘The River is his first album since 


Wort 


1978's Darkness on the Edge of Town, a 
record that has not aged well because of 
its overblown histrionics. The new 
release, a two-record set, puts him back 
on the right track. 

The lavish packaging is designed to 
make the listener believe The River is 
the climax of Springsteen's career. It is 
not, because it can't compare with his 
most famous record, Born to Run (1975) 
with its unified themes, bottomless in 
spiration and boundless energy 

What The River offers is a collection of 
songs - some of them great, most of them 
good - which show Springsteen at his 
most relaxed and mature. 

While The E Street Shuttle offered joy, 
Born to Run hope and Darkness despair. 
‘The River is the first time Springsteen 
has been relaxed enough to include a 
little bit of everything. Considering that 
his marathon live shows are joyful and 
life-affirming, it is curious that his most 
effective songs on The River are songs of 
despair. 

“Independence Day,” “The River,” 
“Point Blank” and the two stark

highlights of the album, “Stolen Car’ 
and “Wreck on the Highway,” are 
uniformly mournful, and feature the 
‘Sparsest instrumentation and most low. 
key, matter-of-fact singing Springsteen 
has ever had the courage to use. Quoting 
the lyrics would be a pointless exercise 

these beautiful songs must be heard to be 
appreciated. 

There's lots of rock and roll, too, with 
“Out in the Street,’’ “Cadillac Ranch,” 
“Ramrod,” “The Ties that Bind” and 
‘Sherry Darling” being the highlights. 

Even the lesser songs are interesting 
as curiosities. “Drive All Night” 
features some of the best singing on the 
album, breathtaking playing by the E 
Street Band - and dumb lyrics (‘I swear 
T'll drive all night again just to buy you 
‘some shoes"). “I Wanna Marry You" is 
beautiful, but Is too derivative of 1960s 
Spanish-flavored soul songs to stand on 
its own merits. 

‘The only truly wretched songs are 
“The Price You Pay,” an ineffective 
rehash of 1978's “The Promised Land,” 
and “I'm a Rocker,” marred by trite,

Hawks & Doves, though, is  disap- 
pointing outing, especially after his 
remarkable comeback in 1979 with Rust 
Never Sleeps and Live Rust - two high 
points in his long career. 

Hawks & Doves finds Young relaxed 
almost to the point of unconsciousness.

Has weather become more variabl 


By Robert C. Cowen 


Much concern has been expressed about 
climate change brought on by natural or 
human causes. But even at their best, 
these climatic perceptions involve a good 
deal of speculation 

This point is emphasized by a pair of 
independent studies published in the 
Monthly Weather Review. They undercut 


two of the prominent climatic worries 
namely that the weather has become more 
harsh and variable and that aerosols 
thrown into the air by human activity are 
blocking sunshine and cooling down the 
Earth. 

The World Meteorological Organization 
(WMO), among others, has called at 
tention to supposedly increased climatic 
variability. It has said, for example. that

G.J. Boer and K. Higuchi of the 
Canadian Climate Centre now have looked 
for such increased variability - and failed 
to find it - in data representative of 
average middle atmosphere temperatures 
and air circulation over the Northern 
Hemisphere north of 25 degrees latitude 
for the period 1949 to 1975. They did find a 
slight long-term cooling trend, which is 
well recognized already. However, they 
conclude that their “results do not support 
the idea that the climate has become 
significantly more variable during the 
period...nor do they support a significant 
connection between variability and either 
mean temperature or north-south 
variation of temperature 

Boer and Higuchi point out that war: 
nings to beware of more variable weather, 
such as that embodied in the WMO 
statement, represent a “general belief” 
rather a systematic study of a well-defined 
measure of “variability.” This is the kind 
of analysis they have undertaken 

Their primary data are measurements 
taken twice daily at standard locations of a 
quantity meteorologists call thickness 
This is literally the thickness of the lower 
half of the atmosphere. The warmer this 
layer of air is, the thicker it is, and vice 
versa. Thus its thickness is a measure of 
the average temperature of the lower 
atmosphere at each site where the data 
were taken. 


The scientists analyzed their data to 
show how these temperatures have varied 
over time and from place to place in the 
Northern Hemisphere. They also used 
them to estimate the energies available to 
drive the winds of the air’s general cir- 
culation. Thus they worked with well 
defined climatic indicators - temperature 
of the lower atmosphere and measures of 
the general air circulation - and analyzed 
the variability of these accardine ta 


standard statistical techniques 

In other words, they have replaced an 
impressionistic notion of climatic 
variability with a study of well-defined 
indicators of variability computed from a 
representative set of data. In this per- 
spective, the much-touted rise of more 
variable weather disappears. In spite of 
the impressive succession of droughts and 
severe winters in the first half of the 1970s, 
the swings of weather appear to be no 
wilder or extreme than they were in the 
preceding 20 years. 

The cooling effect of manmade dust 
seems equally elusive. Here again, the 
concern has been raised by a number of 
experts. Just as dust from volcanic 
eruptions can spread out to veil large parts 
of Earth, socity smog, industrial pollution, 
and agricultural hazes are suspected of 
gradually increasing the general turbidity 
of the air. 

This, in turn, could either heat the air or 
cool the lower atmosphere depending on 
whether the heat absorbed by the aerosol 
veil or its ability to block incoming sun- 
shine were more important. Generally,

Making optimistic forecasts on weather 


By Charles L. Hasler 


From the time Elijah called upon the 
Lord for lightning to ignite his altar on 
Mount Carmel and Samuel appealed for a 
thunderstorm to smite the Philistines, 
humanity has dreampt of weather tailored 
to order. To that extent can modern 
science make that ancient dream come 
true” 

Meteorologists, cloud physicists, and 
would-be weather modifiers must, at this 
time, display considerable humility in 
answering this question. Yet they now can 
express modest hope. There is no doubt in 
my mind that precipitation enhancement 
end redistribution will contribute to man's 
welfare in the coming” century 

My optimism is based in large part on 
impending advancements in our ability to 
measure and monitor atmosp! 
cloud properties and to process the 
amount of data which must be used in 
mathematical models of clouds in order to 
predict their formation and evolution. 
Sophisticated ground and satellite laser 
and radar systems, now in prototype, will 
permit us to see better what is happening 
in and around clouds, as well as to gain 
new insight into cloud processes and what 
may happen when we try to influence 
them. ‘The result will be much better 
weather prediction on a scale not now 
possible and acquisition of knowledge to 
assess the possibility and consequences of 
intervention 

The larger-scale forces which control 
atmospheric circulation - which dictate 
whether the weather will be cold or warm. 
whether there will be widespread clouds 


and precipitation or drought - are beyond 
deliberate human manipulation When 
modern atmosphe scientists talk about 
weather modification, they generally 
mean some modest alteration within the 
framework of what nature provides 

For 70 years, the most vigorously pur 
sued avenues for altering weather have 
involved changing the processes whereby 
extremely small cloud droplets evolve into 
raindrops or snowflakes, These processes 
are strongly influenced by the 
position, and number of 
suspended in the atmosphere where clouds 
form, Sometimes, by introducing specific 
types of particles into a cloud, the cou 
of events can be altered in a predictable 
way, This opens the possibility of altering 
rain or snowfall or influencing the sub- 
sequent lifetime, growth, or dissipation of 
the cloud 

Activity along this line was greatly in 
creased in the late 1940s when Drs. Vincent 
Schaefer and Bernard Vonnegut, working 
at General Electric Laboratories, found 
that the temperature at which ice would 
form in clouds could be radically altered 
either by dropping dry ice (solid CO2)) to 
cool a small region of the cloud or by in- 
troducing silver iodide particles, The 
presence of ice or water droplets greatly 
speeds up the growth of drops big enough 
to fall out as snow or rain. The technique 
presumes the cloud has already formed, is 
at a temperature well below freezing, and 
is still composed of (supercooled) liquid 
droplets The rub comes in not being able to 
tell beforehand in which clouds and on 
which occasions additional ice production 
will make an important difference.

In the case of cumulus or convective 
clouds, there is also the possibility of 
encouraging vertical growth. Clouds are 
often in delicate balance with their en- 
vironment. Very small amounts of energy 
input can sometimes lead to significant 
additional growth. 

If a cloud containing large amounts of 
supercooled water is suddenly converted 
to ice under the right atmospheric con- 
ditions, the cloud may grow taller dueto 
the buoyancy produced by the heat 
released when water drops freeze. The 
potential for producing precipitation may 
be enhanced by the taller cloud. 

Again, the problem in applying this 
technique is largely the difficulty in 
assessing cloud properties and the en- 
vironment to determine susceptibility to 
treatment, and then executing this 
treatment promptly. The cloud may be ina 
treatable state for only a matter of 
minutes. In effect, unless we have enough 
data and the physical understanding to 
predict what the cloud will do naturally, it 
will be hard to make treatment efficient 
and even harder to evaluate whether we 
did anything atall 

Because of the difficulties in monitoring 
the many complex physical factors that 
govern any influence of so-called “cloud 
seeding,”* most of the field studies in the 
past 30 years have been conducted and 
evaluated on a statistical basis, rather 
than being based on physical experiments 
in which the sequence of events can be 
observed step by step. Precipitation in 
unseeded areas, or seeding was alternated 
with no seeding on a random basis to 
determine what impact the seeding may 
have had. The high natural variability of 
precipitation over an area or over a time 
period makes these statistical evaluations 
difficult and usually inconclusive

What, then, modifiers 
actually do? 

Supercooled fogs and thin layers of 
supercooled stratiform clouds can be 
dissipated as was demonstrated 35 years 
ago. The latter ability may be useful in 
some areas where shallow winter clouds 
deplete sunlight for long periods of time 

There is strong statistical evidence 
that winter snowfall can be increased in 
the mountains of the Western United 
States. In addition, measurements can 
determine when “seedable” clouds exist 
There are undoubtedly other regions with 
similar potential 

Our understanding is inadequate to be 
sure of the outcome when we seed the 
‘cumulus or convective clouds which give 
most of our rainfall in summer 
Experiments in a number of geographical 
locations have been encouraging. But they 
have not produced enough knowledge to 
transfer the technique elsewhere or to be 
Sure we are using our tools effectively 
However, this technique may one day 
become valuable for increasing rainfall in 
arid areas or redistributing it within large 
cyclonic storms. 

‘The possibility of promoting large 
cumulus growth outside the eye wall of a 
hurricane and increasing the radius of the 
ring of intense convection and winds, 
thereby reducing the peak wind speeds, 
has also been investigated for many years. 
We are not yet in a position to conclude 
whether this can be done 

There is also a strong possibility that 
seeding techniques can change the 
trajectory of snowflakes by altering their 
size.

The data also show the dimming effect of 
urban pollution.

It amounts 
to about 3.7 percent decrease in trans:

‘Although this decrease (in clarity) 
might appear to be climatologically 
significant,” Hoyt, Turner, and Evans say 
“there are good reasons to believe its 
impact is no more than local 

They point out that the “human 
volcano” dirties the lower part of the at: 
mosphere. The net effect of dustiness there 
should be a slight warming over land areas 
rather than a cooling. Yet long-term data 
show a definite cooling. This, they argue, 
implies that “anthropogenic aerosols 
would have a negligible impact on climatic 
change compared to other causes " 

Also, they note that pollution maps in the 
National Air Quality Report of the US 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
some other data tend to show thal these 
aerosols are confined to regions in and 
near urban areas, Thus, they say, the

For instance, Dr. James Black of 
Exxon has suggested coating a patch of 
coastal desert with asphalt to induce 
heating ‘and cloud formation downwind 
and on shore and thus increase rainfall 
We will always be dealing with large 
scale atmospheric conditions beyond our 
control, We will not stop drought, cause 
rainstorms in the desert, or halt mijor 
storms. Our efforts will be directed toward 


decreases in air clarity found in their 
study “should only be interpreted as upper 
limits on what is occurring on a regional or 
global basis because the measurements 
are near the urban sources of pollution," 

Assuming that manmade turbidity is 
confined mainly to urban areas and 
drawing on results of several other 
studies, Hoyt, Turner, and Evans say, 
“Because of the limited area of the Earth 
covered by cities and because of the 
limited spread of aerosols from these 
cities, we estimate that the total aerosol 
loading is increasing by (roughly) 0,05 
percent per year on a global scale. 

This doesn't mean that urban pollution 
itself is a trivial problem. The scientists 
emphasize that there may be serious 
environmental effects that are not related 
to the climate problem 

However, as far as that problem is 
concerned, they conclude: “...it will take 
(about) 1,400 years for the total aerosol 
burden of the atmosphere to double ‘at 
present growth rates, Such a slow growth 
rate implies that anthropogenic aerosols 
have not been a serious climatic threat in 
the past nor will they be one in the im 
mediate future 

These two studies are unlikely to be the 
last word on the “human voleano” or the 
possible threat of more variable weather, 
But they do show that alarms raised about 
such purported dangers have to be taken 
with reservation for there gre sound 
scientific grounds for skepticism

‘The best play to hit Boston this year 
can be found on the left corner of 
‘Tremont and Stuart Street While the 
bigger theatre's marquees scream out 
for your attention, the little Wilbur, by 
the sheer good fortune of its location. 
simply stands by and whispers, “This is 
the one you don’t want to miss. 

Nothing more needs to be said. “On 
Golden Pond,” produced by Fred Zollo 
and Nick Paleologos, with Frank Gero 
and Budd Block, is one of the warmest 
funniest, and most tasteful plays this city 
has seen. 

Led by an outstanding performance by 
James Whitmore as Norman Thayer Jr 
the 80-year-old protagonist of the story, 
and an equally adept portrayal of his 
wife, Ethel, by Sada Thompson, “On 
Golden Pond," is sure to be one of the 
most widely acclaimed plays by the end 
of the theatre season. 

After its smash debut on Broadway 
“On Golden Pond” has finally made its 
way up north to New England, where it is

It is the story of an old man's 
fascination with the mysteries of death, 
his wife's goodwill and spunk in keeping 
up with him and his pet foibles, and their 
daughter, who was never quite the apple 
of her dear old dad's eye. It is also the 
story of Thayer's “rebirth,” as he is 
seemingly rescued from the brink of

Ray Jr. for a month while their 
daughter, Chelsea, goes off to Europe 
with the man she hopes to marry. Her 
first marriage was,a dismal failure, and 
she doesn't want anything to go wrong 
with this one 

Norman agrees to the deal after he has 
come to the conclusion that he likes both 
Bill Ray and his son (in his own, churlish 
way), and for the rest of the summer he 
and the boy are the best of friends.

All is right in Norman 
Thayer's world. He has found his will to 
live again, his family loves him, and he 
loves them.

truly is declining His memory is lap 
sing, his heart is weak, and he struggles 
just getting up {rom a chair 

In the end things all work out | which is 
one of this play’s strengths; there have 
been an abundance of not-so-nice en 
dings in recently successful plays), and. 
as one woman in the audience at last 
Wednesday's opening was heard to say 

What a charming play." Indeed 

What makes this production an extra 
special treat, however, is the acting of 
Whitmore and Thompson. Whitmore has 
the aging old man part down pat, even to 
the point where his jowls shake when 
he’s mustering up energy to talk, His 
walk is so slow and pained that the 
audience mentally tries to push him 
along. His quips about old age are 
delivered perfectly, as are the jibes he 
hurls at the postman, Charlie Martin 
more on Ben Slack’s performance in a 
moment), Chelsea, Billy or Bill Ray. His 
{s a warm and constant rapport with co 
star Thompson, as they actually look and 
sound as if they'd been married to each 
other for close (50 years 
Thompson's maternal ways shine 
brightly through in this performance 
What people liked about her in the hit 
television series “Family.” they'll like 
even more in her “Golden Pond" por 
trayal. She takes the brunt of Norman's 
grouchiness in a totally natural way. and 
must have reminded many of their own 
grandmother's 

Besides the fine performances of the 


two main characters, Slack, as Charlie, 
was a pip. His laughter (which is sup- 
posed to be hilarious) is infectious, and 
his stumbling, bumbling mannerisms 
are lovable 

Chelsea is performed by Rebecca 
Taylor, Lou Bedford is Bill Ray, and 
Eric Brown ts Billy Ray. The whole play 
was so wonderful that I don't want to 
nitpick. although there was some room 
for improvement in the performances of 
the latter three. 

Once again, as in all the productions 
they have put on in Boston, the Zollo 
Paleologos-Gero tandem seem to have 
come up with a solid winner. The 
audiences will be talking about “On 
Golden Pond" for some time to come 


Christy Minstrels take 
Stoneham by storm 


‘The New Christy Minstrels are a major 
phenomenon in the history of the en- 
tertainment industry. Since their begin 
ning in 1961, the Minstrels have surpassed 
virtually every major milestone of 
professional achievement — and more 
importantly - continue to entertain 
audiences throughout the world as one of 
the most exciting and versatile acts in all 
of show business. This will be very much in 
evidence when these exciting young 
Americans appear in the Stoneham Junior 
High School on Sunday, March 22, 1981 at 
3:00 PM. During season 1980-81 they will be 
presented by the Stoneham Community 
Concert Association on a tour under the 
aegis of Columbia Artists Festivals Corp. 

Where did it all begin? For the answer to 
that question we must go back to 1842 
James Tyler was President and the West 
was still to be won! Lone minstrels were 
travelling the countryside performing the 
music and humor of the day. But a gen 
tleman by the name of Edwin “Pops 
Christy had an idea! He believed folk 
music would generate new excitement if 
performed with the harmony and variety 
of a folk group. Edwin Christy “did his 
thing” and for eighty years the “Christy 
Minstrels” entertained throughout the 
United States ~ and the world ~ as the 
most popular minstrel-variety show in 
existence! 


During the 1850 “Pops” Christy warmed 
to the simplicity of the musie of a young 
song writer by the name of Stephen Foster 
and without benefit of “singles,” “LPs 
or “Top Forty" pul his music in the heart 
of America, Indeed, as late as 1917 “The 
Christy Minstrel Show performing 
on Broadway as the longest running show 
in the history of show business. To this day 


New Christy Minstrels 
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their record has not been broken! Ana 
you should be fortunate enough to find an 
old Christy ‘program’ check for the names 
of Eddie Cantor and Al Jolson. That's 
where they started! 

‘The Christy Minstrels disbanded in 1921 

but folk music didn't die with them. It just 
got drowned out for forty years - and no 
wonder! With the emergence of “jazz, 
the “big bands" and then ‘‘rock and roll,” 
there were just too many new sounds to try 
‘out, But sooner or later ~- actually in the 
late 1950s - people once again began to 
listen to the people's music ~- earth music. 
Again, lone minstrels became popular 
and again the idea of a folk group ~ a big 
band of folk music ~ was reborn. In 1961, 
The New Christy Minstrels performed 
their first show at the Troubadour in Los 
Angeles. 

In the course of the decade that followed, 
The New Christy Minstrels did it all. Their 
single recording of “Green Green" sold 
over three million records and was a 
harbinger of three Columbia gold albums 
to follow: “Ramblin,” “Today,” and 
“The New Christy Minstrels’ Greatest 
Hits 

Quite naturally, TV exposure demanded 
personal appearances and to date an 
estimated 45 million people have ap 
plauded the Minstrels in live per: 
formances in virtually every country in 
the world. 

‘The Minstrels have travelled to Japan 
(twice), Australia, Rhodesia, South 
Africa, Germany, Italy, Canada, Vietnam 
and Thailand, 

During the fall tour of 1976, audiences in 
southern cities witnessed a unique concert 
event during a two-week period. The 
Minstrels shared their performances with 
visiting guest artists, Pesnyary, the Soviet 
Union’s leading folk-pop group of ten male 
artists, making their first appearance in 
America. The visitors’ first tour here was 
initiated by their successful appearance in 
MIDEN, an international music festival 
held in Europe in January, 1976, They 
impressed the Minstrels’ organization, 
managed by Greif-Garris Management 
Subsequently the Soviet musicians were 
invited to visit the United States and to 
appear during the Minstrels’ annual tour 
arranged by Columbia Artists Festivals. 
In city after city the Americans and 
Soviets created new excitements, inspired 
standing ovations. One result was the first 
Nashville recording session by Pesnyary 
for Columbia Records, also a first such 
album by a Soviet folk-pop group to be 
made in this country 

Over the years the Minstrels have ap 
peared with such personalities as Bob 
Hope, Danny Thomas, Vikki Carr, The 


Fifth Dimension, Alan King, Connie 
Francis, Jimmy Durante, Joey Bishop. 
Jose Feliciano, Dinah Shore, Julie 


Andrews, Foster Brooks, Buddy Hackett 
and Phyllis Diller, to name but a few 

Recordings, TV personal appearances 
‘The New Christy Minstrels have indeed 
ddone it all,”° The future? The New Christy 
Minstrels continue to deliver exciting 
performances with one basic belief 
people appreciate good entertainment.
